With the deepest sorrow ami « nr 
prise the new« of the death of Donnell 
J. Power, was 
received throughout 
tfie city Sunday evening. 
Few peo­ 
ple realized the seriousness of his ill 
no« « and many were unaware that iie 
Had been ill at all. 
The deatii lias 
caused* a 
shock 
throughout

About twelve days » go, Mr. Power 
was taken ill with what was believed 
to be 
liver trouble.

thought to be seriously iH, but bis

and iiis condition steadily grew worse 
His death occurred at 
6 :4.'> Sun 
day « veuing. 
The 
exact cause of 
death is unknown. 
An autopsy was 
held this afternoon for the purpose of 
ascertaining it. 
Mr. Power was 33 years of age, hav­ 
ing been born March 19th, 1883. 
He 
was the « on and only child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Boone Power, of North Morgan 
street, with whom he resided, and was 
active in social and church circles. 
He leaves a wife, Mrs. L illian Power, 
daughter of County Auditor aud Mrs. 
A. L. W inship/to whom lie had been 
married for about 19 months. 
The funeral servioe w ill be held at 
the late residence Tuesday afternoon 
at 1 :30 o'clock, conducted by Rev. J. 
H. M acNeill, of Kokomo, and Rev 
W, W. Sniff, of this city.

Friends 
may view the body from 9 to 11 a. m. 
Tuesday.

Lewis Guffin spoke of the extreme 
pleasure of the reunion of the fam ily, 
of the improvements in good old Rush 
since he was here, of the great beauty 
in the appearance of this country to 
him. He gave a neat, short description 
of California, his home State, saying 
that he would continue to make that 
his home, and feelingly referred to the 
fact that he m ight not be able to 
meet the fam ily again in reunion. 
Mrs. Lewis Guffin re« |iouded pleas­ 
antly 
to 
the 
/equest 
to 
tell 
about their 
fam ily, stating among 
other things th at the musical talent in 
the Guffin fam ily was not at all con­ 
fined to this section of the country, 
that herfbovs were as proficient horn- 
blowers as any of the name anywhere. 
O. F. Guffin expressed pride in the 
history of his fam ily. 
He said it was 
once a proxuinentffaiuily and hejbeliev- 
ed it continued to be. 
He was fur­ 
ther branching out upon his subject 
when a severe rain aud wind storm 
swept down upon us, but he raised his 
voice to the emergency and fought 
bravely on until a freight train ap­ 
peared upon the scene, when he grace­ 
fully sidetracked. 
The old saying “ there’s nothing 
new under the sun” was put entirely 
out of commission by tem porary ch air­ 
man, Hon. H. E. Guffin, who 
was 
gnilly of unloading a tra it of character 
never before heard of in all the line 
and lineage of the fam ily, when, w ith 
an extrem e d efiee of real modesty he 
passed his ow h j j p|( g! £ j g^ | the pro­ 


gram and called the following one. 
All right, Elmer, we lift our hat« to 
you now, but'as all good thing« keep, 
we will hear you next year on “ The 
Guffin Fam ily and its F uture .” 
Rev. F. B. Thomas made a short 
talk upon the “ Religious Side of the 
Guffin Life and its Influence,” and 
with his ever ready “ please the ia 
dies” characteristic began by saying 
he felt he knew more about the culin­ 
ary side of that life. 
Upon the real 
subject, he stated that he wi-shed tc 
give most of his time to one who wa* 
acquainted w ith the fam ily in its earh 
history here, and w ith the assertion 
that he was thankful to the Alm ightj 
God for the character and power ol 
the Guffin fam ily today in the ohnrch, 
and that this result did not jnst hap 
pen to be but nmst have come from 
some cause of the past, turned the sab 
ject over to Judge J. G. Robinson, 
who talked for some tim e so interest 
ingly that he commanded the very clos 
est attention of his hearers, and wa» 
warmly applauded. 
He began by say 
ing he considered himself a “ butt-in. ’ 
He liked that term , because of its 
modernness, but we suggest th at iD 
his next attem pt to be strictly modern, 
he add the Russian finale. 
The judge could not refrain from 
recalling some of the social customs ol 
the early day, giving laughable de 
scriptions of the manner of courtship 
at that time. 
He courteously tendered 
his heartfelt thank« in appreciation 
of hospitality shown, 
spoke of the 
sacredness of fam ily commnnion here 
below, eulogized Rush county and its 
people, saying that he who left Rush 
county 
to 
make 
hi« home 
in 
other places, leaves his heart here 
He discusfAl the early achievements 
of the Guffin fam ily and closed with 
the forcible statem ent that the great 
est achievement of that fam ily in the 
early days was that sons and daughters 
wero begotten unto the |*ord Jesus 
Christ. 
Upon motion of George Guffin the 
acting committee was continued for 
another year aud instructed to select 
time aud prepare for the meeting next 
year. 
A truly great day in the his­ 
tory of the fam ily closed when we 
breathed the prayer in song, “ God be 
W ith You Till we Meet A gain.”

Says Teachers Have Pulled 


Aw a y From Real Pur­ 


pose of Reading 


He Suggests 
Ways of Improv 


iog 
Recitatioi s land 


Reading 


In the first of a series of bulletins 
which he has planned to issne from 
time^to time during the present school 
term, each touching some phase of the 
teachers’ work, Connty Superintendent 
Headlee treat« of the question of suc­ 
cessfully teaching 
44Reading” in *he 
schools. 
He says: 
“ My observation 
of the reading 
work throughout the conntv, covering 
an experience of three 
3 ears, has led 
me to believe that some suggestions on 
this work would not be out of place 
and m ight even result in some good. 
If my conclusions have not 
been 
improperlv drawn we have got away, 
generally speaking, from the real pur- 
pose of reading, especially in the low 
er grades. (There are of course some 
exceptions). 
Everywhere I find teach­ 
ers putting emphasis on the “ getting 
of the thought,” or “ learning the 
story.” and usual'v the recitation is 
largely taken up w ith the getting of 
answers to such questions as “ What 
did vou understand by this expres­ 
sion?” 
44 What pictures do you see in 
this 
paragraph?” 
44 What 
is 
the 
meaning ot this word?” etc. 
Scarce 
iy ever do I hear such questions as 
“ How would vou read this?” “ Where 
would you put the most emphasis?” 
” Gould you not read this a little bet­ 
tor?” 
In short 
there is a general 
neglect of the mechanical side of read­ 
ing, which, 
1 think, should not be so; 
at least in the grades below the sev­ 
enth. 
I do not beieive that the teachers to 
anv great extent are responsible for 
this 
condition, nor am I blaming 
them. 
1 hose who have instructed ns 
the past few years have emphasized 
the 44thought-getting” side of read­ 
ing to such an extent that the 
oral 
side has been almost obscured. 
They 
have made us believe that if pupil« get 
the m eaning of the anthor all right 
they w ill so good oral reading. 
This, 
I believe, is but partially true. 
A 
pupil may know the m eaning of the 
words in his spelling lesson and still 
do poor spelling ; ir w hat is more to 
the point, he may know how to spell 
the words silently and 
3 et it will be a 
good thing 
for him to fq*» ll them 
orally or on paj>er, there is such virtue 
in applying what one knows. 
To be 
able to read well is an art worth the 
greatest effort to acquire. 
Teachers 
should lead pupils to see that, though 
there are many jiossible ways, there is 
one best way to read every sentence. 
This will make it necessary for the 
teacher to ask the pupils to rejteaf 
often and there will be mncb 
dis­ 
couragement over the pupils’ apparent 
failures, but all this w ill be time well 
« pent and patience ami ¡» erse* erance 
will bring results. 
Now I would not be misunderstood 
G etting the thought, the m eaning of 
words, etc., is very inqtnrtant and 
should not be neglected. 
In the high­ 
er grades this is the one thing to do. 
in the lower grades, however, I be­ 
lieve more attention should be given 
to oral 
reading. 
The thought side 
should be considered, but not at the 
expense of the oral, 
l o strike an av­ 
erage would be the proper thing to 
do. 
I am not unm indful of the fact that 
the tim e for recitation is lim ited and 
that it takes much tim e if we require 
pupils to repeat, but would it not be 
better to make our assignments short, 
« ometiraes at lea*t, and read what, we 
read, we 1, than to get over a large 
lesson carelessly. 
O ther times longer 
lesson« may be assigned a portion to be 
read carefully and the rem ainder h ur­ 
riedly, mere y for the story. 
Hoping that these few hurried sug­ 
gestions 
may 
be 
instrum ental 
in 
bringing about better teaching in oral 
reading. I am

The Presbyterian Brotherhood, a u­ 
thorized by the last General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church North, 
through the committee on men’s so­ 
cieties. which was enlarged and con­ 
tinued to put the plans into effect, is 
hard at work.
